Traditionally regarded os the seat of real 
power in the Soviet' Union, the new Polit- 
buro now seems likely to give up much of 
its authority to the new presidential institu- 
tions established by Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Soviet officials said the newly expanded 
24-mcmbcr Politburo chosen Saturday by 
the party’s newly elected Central Commit- 
tee would confine itself to broad policy 
goals and internal party matters rather than 
interfere in the day-to-day running of the 
country. Shifting the base of power in the 
Soviet Union from the Communist Party to 
the government has been a goal of Presi- 
dent Gorbachev's reforms for the past two 
years. 

Gorbachev, who was re-cicctcd a.s Com- 
munist Party general secretary at the 28th 
party congress that ended Friday, is one of 
only two holdovers from the old Politburo 
to be appointed to the new body. Senior of- 
ficials dropped from the Politburo include 
Prime Minister Nikolai Ryzhkov, Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze, KGB chief 
rVladimir Kryuchkov, stale planning chief 
•Yuri Maslyukov and Defense Minister 
Dmitri Yozov.

Twin Falls city officials 
consider a 1- or 2-cent levy on sales that 
occur in the city or county us a way to raise 
money while lowering property taxes. ' 

‘Tve been against it all along. I don’t 
think it would fly with the voters," Twin 
Falls County Commission Chairman Mar- 
vin Hempleman.

Twin Falls City Manager Tom Coudney 
said a I ccnt-a-dollar local sales tax could 
rai.se enough money to help the city plan 
for future service needs and reduce the 
city’s dependence on proftedy taxes for 
raising money.

Runaway crop prices 
may be ready to skid

TWIN FALLS - In the Magic Valley’s agriculture economy, 
the pady could be nearing an end. 

Rain has fallen in the drought-stricken Midwest, where farm- 
ers rely on Mother Nature - not the Bureau of Reclamation - 
to water beans and potatoes. 

And on Idaho’s irrigated land, farmers hove planted more 
'‘•'potatoes than ever before - 395,000 acres. Dry bean planting's 
have also increased. 

Given the age-old law of supply, and demand, that is bad 
news. If good weather in the Midwest holds, allowing farmers 
to harvest a bumper crop, prices will fall and the Magic Valley 
economy will suffer - at least in comparison to the recent hey- 
day of runaway crop prices and strong economic growth: 

"This will be a slowdown, but it’s ccdainly not going to slop 
or reverse.” said Wilson Gray, University of Idaho Extension 
.cconumyi — •-> •

Analysts hesitate 'to put an exact figure on the price decline, 
but Tom Cooper, local rcprc.scnlativc for the Federal-State 
Market News Service, said that a 10 to 25 pcrc<;i}t decline in 
potato prices is possible. 

”1 think it’s just too early to tell," he said. “The size of the 
crop is determined by the yields and it's just barely at the mid- 
dle of tlic growing season right now.” 

Gray predicted that the price would settle into the S4.50 to 
S6.50 per hundredweight range, “which is still a profitable 
price, it’s just not up in the sky-high range,” he said. The June 
average price statewide was about SIO, and TTiursday’s pub- 
lished prices ranged from $15 to $36. 

He predicted that the price of dry beans could drop from its 
current $40 per sack level for pinto beans down to around $25.

L.A. commuters get back 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — TIic 
trolley, which pa.spcd iw Itsl in 
this smoggy city three decades 
ago, was rcincamalcd today os part 
of a SIO billion cfTort to wean An- 
gelenos from the automobile. 

Hundreds of guests and curious 
ciiirens watched politicians dedi- 
cate the 22-mile Metro Blue Line 
this morning in the first of a series 
of ceremonies at stations along the 
route. ’■ ' 

“Thirty years after the last Red 
Car served this community, today 
we launch the beginning of the 
new Blue Line," declared Mayor- 
Tom Bradley. 

Dignitaries, reporters and guests 
then packed onto the sleek new 
trolleys at the dowTitown Pico Sta- 
tion and headed south to Long 
Beach. 

The Blue Line is an overhead- 


. powered trolley system running 
between downtown and Long 
Beach, financed by a half-cent 
county sales tax approved by vot* 
-ersin 1980. 

Actually, it is a reinvention of 
the old Pacific Electric Red Car 
line that began covering the very 
same route 90 ye.irs ago. 

Tliosc trains ~ nostalgically rc- 
c.illcd in the movie "Who Framed 
Roger R.ibbit" — were derailed in 
1961 by a city that had become 
hopelessly hooked on cars. 

The movie’s plot — in which 
the villain plotted to destroy the 
Red Car line — mimicked real 
life, in which automakers managed 
to sideline the trolley in favor of 
buses and other gas-guzrlcrs. 

Although sleeker and faster th.in 
its predecessor, the Blue Line 
could be sidetracked itself by a 


1990s problem. Many neighbor- 
hoods along the 22-stop route arc 
now among the most gang-infested 
in the city, prompting some critics 
to dub it "a streetcar named disas- 
ter." . 

Tlie S877 million line is the first 
part of a SIO billion. ISO-milc rail 
grid planned into the next century 
for Los Angeles, which is ribboned 
by frccway.s so jahimed that the 
simplest commute can lake an 
hour or more. As a result, the area 
generates some of the wor^l air 
pollution in the country. 

Included in the propo.scd grid is 
.the SI. 3 billion Metro Rail sub- 
way, which suffered a setback Fri- 
day when fire ravaged a mainte- 
nance tunnel under construction. 
Tlie first 4-milc segment was 
scheduled to open in 1993. 

In order to spur public interest. 


the Blue Line will offer free intro- 
ductory rides over the weekend, 
with thousands expected to attend 
what one official called a "20- 
milc-long block party." 

Others arc in a less festive 
mood, including merchants who 
claim security fences along the rail 
line are blocking their customers. 

While bus riders ore likely to 
prefer the train, getting Angelenos 
out of their beloved automobiles is 
the real challenge. 

"As far as organized gong octivi- 
ly. there hasn’t been any," said 
county shcrifTs Capt. Frank 
Vadurro. "Maybe they don’t even 
know about it.” 

Vadurro is in charge of the 1 18- 
deputy force contracted to guard 
the Blue Line. Deputies will ride 
trains in uniform and undcrcol/cr, 
but not on every train.

Feel the eWill and let the mind 
wander to John F. Kennedy and 
Jackie and Caroline and John-John, 
to Teddy and Pat and Eunice and 
Sargent and Maria and-Afiiold and 
on and on. 

Such is the reach of this family, 
even after all these years. 

Rose and her late husband, the 
powerful, philandering millionaire 
Joseph P. Kennedy, were two gener- 
ations separated from the Irish pota- 
to famine, yet they reigned over the 
closest thing this country has to a 
royal family. 

If the Kennedys were ari.s^ocratic, 
and they .sometimes were, they cre- 


ated a publicly accessible aristocra- 
cy, one vibrant with high ideals and 
sports and humor, but also lashed by 
unbridled ambition and epic misfor- 
tune. 

There is no story more crowded 
with the vagaries of fate, no story 
more definitively American, than 
that of Rose Fitzgerald Kennedy and 
her family. 

“She was the mother of the centu- 
ry,” says Dave Powers, a one-time 
JFK aide and now curator of the 
John F. Kennedy Library in Boston. 
“It’s a cliche, but hers is truly a story 
of courage and faith. 

“Through it all, she never wa- 
vered She had such great faith in 
God and her family. You know what 
she always would tell me? She 
would say, 'God never sends us a 
cross heavier than we can bear."’ 

Rose Kennedy was pious, but nev- 
er prudish. Larry Newman, her 
neighbor in Hyannis Port, remem- 
bers the Sunday afternoon years ago 
when' she unexpectedly dropped by 
and insisted on attaching a brace to 
his aching back. 

“I was shy about taking my pants 
down. This is Rose Kennedy we’re 
talking about,” Newman says. "And 
she just glared at me end said, 'You 
don’t have anything I haven’t seen 
many times before. Now drop 'em.”’ 

Expected at the family’s seaside 
compound Sunday arc hundreds of 
guests, including four of Rose’s five 
surviving children, 28 grandchildren 
and 22 great-grandchildren.

Opinions vary on whether she will 
make an appearance Sunday, but 
grandson Michael Kennedy thinks 
Ural she will, despite her frail physi- 
cal condition since sufToring a stroke 
in April 1984. 

Rose Kennedy has received lost 
riles five limes, and five limes she 
has fooled the doctors and -the 
priests. 

"You still sense a tremendous 
presence of life around her," says 
Michael Kennedy. "A tremendous 
strength. Wliw yb«iri7ls» and die 
time comes for you to leave, she’ll 
tell you: 'I’m tired now. Go away."’ 

As in most things Kennedy, Sun- 
day’s gathering blends celebration 
and public service with self-interest 
and adroit media relations.-

Study: Millions of illegal 
abortions worldwide yearly

WASHINGTON (AP) — An esti- 
mated SO million abortions — half 
of them illegal — arc performed 
around the world each year and as 
many ns 200.000 women die from 
them, according to a study relea.sed 
Saturday. 

The WorldWatch !n.stitule said in 
its report that restrictions on preg- 
nancy termination don't curb abor- 
tion ■ rates, ' they only cause- more- 
deaths — mo.st of them in third 
World countries. 

But a spokesman for the nation's 
tuiL l -JbuulL i ii "Uu 

nounced the report as a "very 
polemic document" lacking indepen- 
dent research. 

“It’s a little propaganda booklet,” 
said Douglas Johnson. Icgi.s]alivc di-, 
rector for National Right to Life. 

The Worldwatch Institute, an in- 
dependent research group funded by 
• private foundations and' United Na- 
tions organizations, said the number 
of deaths from illegal abortions 
could be far liighcr than its statistics 
,_show_b«ausB r^y go imrci»rtcd 
and accurate figures’ fVom develop-”' 
ing countries arc difficult to obtain. 

“A moral smoke screen effective- 
ly obscures the huge public policy 
health, human-rights and social costs 
of restrictive abortion policies.” said 
the study, cfititlcd "The Global Poli- 
tics of Abortion." 

The author. Jodi L. Jacobson, said 


the best way to reduce the number of 
abortions and related deaths is (o 
make abortion a legitimate family 
planning component “instead of 
making it a crime." 

She said the rate of abortion has 
dropped quickc.st in countries where 
legalized abortion has been included 
in family planning programs. 

But Johnson disputed that, saying, 
'"all of- the empiricHl evidence is on 
the Ollier side."

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Isolationism with domestic focus makes sense 


WASHINGTON - The collopsc of the 
Berlin Wall, the dissolution of the Soviet 
Union and the spread of democracy from Jo- 
hannesburg to Santiago to Ulan Bator, Mon- 
golia - how arc Americans to react to these 
fundamental changes? Perhaps we can begin 
with the realization thot we have before us 
an incredible array of choices concerning 
our new national mission. Indeed, the cur- 
rent range of foreign-policy options is ar- 
guably greater than at any time since World 
War II. 

Some political lenders fear tiiat the Amer- 
ican public, especially the younger gcncra- 
tiorLs, will choose isolationism. Their fears 
are justified. For with the end of the Cold 
War. llie strategic rationale for maintaining 
military forces capable of projecting power 
into every global nook and cranny has dis- 
solved. 

In the Third World lhcrc exist no more 
credibility tests. Throughout the Cold War, 
this area of the world (the Persian Gulf 
aside) has served primarily as an arena in 
which to demonstrate our resolve vis-a-vis 
the "Red menace." Our ability and willing- 
ness to counter Soviet interests in Southeast 
Asia„Southcm Africq and Central America 
supposedly demonstrated our ability and 
willingness to counter possible Soviet ag- 
gression in Western Europe and Northeast 
Asia — areas which, because of their mili- 
tary-industrial potential, were of immense 
intrinsic value to us. 

Now, for all intents and purposes, it no 
longer matters what happens in Vietnam, 
Angola and Nicaragua. Because no coun- 
tries of any significance seek to emulate the 
Soviet economic and political model (whgt-^ 
ever it is these days), all talk of domtnoc£js^ 
passe. And Moscow's decreasing abilil^lo 
maintain order within the Soviet Union it- 
self renders ridiculous all fears of a globally 
expansive Soviet Union. 

The Warsaw Pact’s conventional threat to 

Western Europe? Sure, there are still 

380,000 Soviet troops in East Germany, but 
the fact that the experts arc now arguing

over the ability of the East European coun- • 
tries to withstand (and not aid) a Soviet at- 
tack on Western Europe is evidence enough 
of how drastically the Soviet military threat 
has been reduced. At the same time, the im- 
pressive growth of the Western European 
and East Asian economics has produced al- 
lies highly capable of providing for their 
own defense. 

The Soviet strategic nuclcar'arscnal is still 
massive, of course. So is ours. Consequent- 
ly, nrms-control reductions aimed at a more 
stable nuclear balance should continue to be 
a major foreign-policy priority. But it is be- 
coming almost impossible to fathom scenar- 
ios in which nuclear weapons could be used 
to achieve political goals. 

The post-Cold War strategic environment 
ofTcrs us the option of drastically retrench- 
ing militarily. At the same time, we cannot 
revert to the extreme isolationism of the pre- 
Cold War era, an isolationism that forsook 
security alliances and multilateral commit- 
ments. There arc two reasons. 

First, our vital interest in ensuring stabili- 
ty on the Eura.sian continent requires from 
us a continued security commitment to 
Western Europe and Japan. 

In order to reassure the new Germany and 
Japan, as well as their neighbors, that they 
need not unilaterally develop their own nu- 
clear capability (and thus create the conti- 
nent's most volatile and explosive environ- 
ment ever), the United States will have to 
maintain, although in severely reduced 
-form, its NATO and defense-pact relations 
to these countries. 

The second reason stems from the nature 
of the new threats to our nation's security: 
our large trade imbalances and our increas- 
ing dependence on foreign capital for our 
standard of living; environmental challenges 
such os ozone depiction, global warming 
and natural-resource exhaustion; and nucle- 


ar, chemical and ballistic-missile prolifera- 
titm in the Third World. :• 

These arc threats that cannot be addressed; 
except through international collaboration. • 
And this reality - our decreasing ability to r 
deal unilaterally with the greatest threats to >• 
our interests - not only supports the con- 
tentions of the decline-school theorists, but 
also demonstrates convincingly how current* 
international conditions make Impossible * 
any return to the extreme isolationism of 
yesteryear. But a new isolationism marked 
by a significant reduction in our military 
presence abroad is easily possible. 

tornpeting with the new isolationism for . 
the hearts and minds of the new generation , 
arc the pro-democracy crusades of the Right, , 
and the pro-development missions of the 
Left. The dawning post-Cqld War era is a ; 
time of great hope and idealism, and it is 
only natural that such ambitious agendas anxl 
rapidly gaining support. But our support of 
these crusades and missions must be highly 
qualifTed 

Givci\ the racial and ethnic tensions that at. 
times threaten to tear apart the social fabric ; 
of our cities, surely there is enough to occu-r 
py those interested in perfecting the demo- 
cratic experiment. And in a county whose . 
capital city boasts on infant mortality rate , 
higher than Jamaica’s, surely there arc wor- . 
thy development missions. J 

In short, a new isolationism - preoccupied' 
with domestic reform and strict in its cvalu- 
alion of the new international threats to our 
interests'- has much to commend itself to ■ 
the American public. Those fearful of isola- 
tionism’s rc-cmcrgcncc have every right to . 
be, because with the Cold War behind us, a / 
new isolationist foreign policy makes a lot 
of sense.

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Idaho women contimie working to improve their families’ futures 


Kris suddenly stated, “I’yc mode a deci- 
sion. I'm not going to Uncle Jack's next sum- 
mer.” • 

, "Oh, really, and why did you decide that?” 
responded her somewhat surprised mother. 
Kris had visited her father’s family farm the 
ivfo preceding summers without complaint. 

"Because, Mom, while Tm at Uncle Jack's, 

1 have to stay in the house and do girl things 
like clean and bake. I only get to do boy 
dungs when they need extra help or don’t get 
their woik done on time - but they don’t have 
id help me. I can’t play their games because I 
mi^t .get dirty or hurt. And then, when it 
comes time to get paid, 1, get less money. And 
so. I’m not going to Uncle Jack’s next sum- 
mer.” 

For those wanting to understand the status 
of women, Kris had delivered the perfect 
metaphor. I reflected on this conversation 
when 1 was asked to write about Idaho wom- 
“Cnrotir hcritngcandour fiiturerHcr observn-- 
tion had clearly defined the present. 

I What kind of heritage had allowed, and 
^en eneouroged, this kind of assertion by 
someone who was only 12? 

■ , Kris' pioneering and legendary great-great- 
glwdmother, Soiw, had made the covered 
tyogon westward trek. Her pregnant body and 
her three small children plodded the sage- 
brush trail behind her man os he turned his 
dreams to destiny. 

I A valley become her home and fruitfulness 
Md multiplying become her life. She gave 
bjnh to 17 children and buried seven of them. 
As diphtheria and other scourges ravaged her 
home, four additional and orphaned childrcri 
joined her family. 

Survival dictated her daily tasks. Midwifery 
for the valley’s women took care of her extra 
hours. She had little time to reflect on how 
skilled she really was - or if she was happy. 
Her typical pioneering life was brighten^ 
when white Idaho women of most religions 
gained the vote in 1896 - very early for suf- 
frage in U.S. history records. 

Sarah’s Native American sisters waited un-

til 1950 for their legal right Idahoan Emnm 
Sarah Etine Green gained' a special and 
unique position os the only female designer^ of 
a state seal. Her symbols of justice, equality 
and freedom were adopted by her stale in 
1891. ” 

The next generation fought many of the 
continuing survival concerns. Kris’ great- 
grandmother Erma’s corsclcd body whipped 
about a steamy kitchen while she filled Ma- 
son jars with the treasures from her garden, 
scrubbed clqthcs with lye soap and prepared 
the mash she would deliver to her white 
Leghorns. 

She believed that happy people searched 
for their "lot in life,” and then became very 
good at doing It Hers, she said, was to cook 
for threshing crows who followed the grain 
harvcstrSmffcd with fried ehicken and cinna— 
mon-spiced apple dumplings, the crows 
agreed she accomplished her goal. 

She read every National Geographic pub- 
lished and knew the scientific lume of most 
native plants. Only her geraniums heard her 
whispers of restlessness. Her mind was in 
conflict with the machine her body had be- 
come. 

While Erma journaled her farm and family 
activities, Lizzie Randall Edmo of Fort Hall 
recorded the Bannock language and culture. 
Women were functioning everywhere in their 
long-recognized roles as keepers of family 
traditions. 

Meanwhile, Idaho elected its first woman 
to the House of Representatives. Mary Young 
George Gray served one term In 1923. Ten 
years later, the state installed its first woman 
- the second in the nation - to serve as state 
treasurer. Myrtle Enking. the first librarian in 
Gooding, achieved the status. 

The everyday woman’s role was continued 
by Kris’ grandmother, Edna. For a time, she 
taught school in a one-room building where 
she carried the water, tended the pot-bellied 
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Stove and made the three Rs palatable ftr 
youngsters ages 6 through 13. As a mamed 
woman, she stayed home with the children, 
the garden and the PTA. She rationed pennies 
during a depression and sugar during a war. 

The tea kettle, flat iron and washboard 
moved to antique status as electricity altered 
her work load. Fewer demands on her time 
were - replaced -witli demands for perfection.,, 
Sunday dinner expectations became the ev- 
eryday norm. 

Responsibility for her family’s luppiness 
replaced responsibility for her family’s sur- 
vival. While attempting this impossible tuk, 
she learned to please and plocote and passive-'' 
ly control until her frustration sickened, 
weakened and destroyed her. She tried to be- 
come what she thou^t everyone else wanted 
- and died in the process. _ <■ 

The conflict with home, family and mean- 
ingful work became more apparent in the 
lives of all women.' No matter what choices 
were made, they had difljiculty fulfilling the 
expectations. The independent flapper moved 
from valued worker in the war years to the 
idolized pristinc mothcr 'and wife of the ‘50s. 

During this precarious time, Idaho selected 
their only woman in Congress. In 1953, Gra- 
cic Boivers Pfast began five terms in the 
House, where she chaired the Subcommittee 
on Public Lands and is credited with the en- 
actment of the Wilderness Act. 

The next generation was lived by Marie, 
the mother of Kris. She selected a college ed- 


ucation because “someday, she may have to 
work,” never imagining that she would be- 
come the head of one of the 50 percent or «o 
of single-parent householik. 

Her career options appeared limited to die 
teacher, nurse and secretary groupings. She 
recalled her mother's cautions that she would 
live where her husband wanted her to live and 
do what he wanted her to do. Bur when he no 
longer lived with her, she returned to school 
for a career instead of a job and attempted to 
do it all - just like the women, dramatized in 
the slick magazine covers in the supermarket. 

Stressed by the emotional and financial de- 
mands of raising children alone, the struggle 
to achieve equality and the consUant questions 
about the price being paid, she quivered, 
stumbled and relentlessly pursued indepen- 
dence. The shedding of others’ cJtpcctatipns 
was slow and difficult. 

The day her daughter said, "When 1 grow 
,_up, 1 can be anything 1 want," she rejoiced. 
Legal and social changes were dernonsirated ' 
everywhere. Tentative steps in new areas of 
employment ranged from the 1975 hiring of 
female bus drivers at the Idaho National Engi- 
neering Laboratory to the selection of Mc- 
Call's Barbara Morgan as u teacher astronaut 
by the National Aeronautics and'Space Ad- 
ministration. 

By 1989, Idaho had 31 women .serving in 
the state Legislature. 

Kris’ friends and their dnughteni will deter- 
mine the path and pace of the evolving histo- 
ry of women. If a meaningful life comes from 
discovering the gifi of talent one may possess 
and having the freedom to give that gifi, then 
the promise of accomplishing the process is 
greater than ever. 

Flex time, shared jobs and non-traditional 
employment opportunities arc desired work-,, 
place attributes. Women in all types of cm: 
ploymcnt arc forging to crack the infamous 
glass ceiling preventing their promotion to the 
higher echelons of management. 

Women’s issues, like child care, arc finally 
and appropriately being examined as family 


issues, Considcra.tion of marriage as a single 
economic unit is- a model in sonic courts. 
Women’s communication and manageritil 
styles arc being researched and labeled as 
■‘di(Tcrent’’ rather than “wrong.’' Elements of 
their lifestyles are being integrated and occa- - 
sionally even lauded in the working world. 

Still, dilemmas flourish. Iimumcrable wom- 
en arc one husband’s Hilary awuy from pover- 
ty. Comparable pay for comparable worth and 
other steps to prevent the impovcrijjhment of 
women will take ' continual conimiinieni, 
Choosing to work is less by choice and more 
for economic necessity. 

Biologicnfly bound to the bearing of chil- 
dren, women who elect to become full-time 
molhcni arc economically vulnerable to tlie 
whims of the breadwinner at a time wlicn 
they can least afTord it. Entry-level salaries in 
the middle years iiAcr raising children do not 
provide daily necessities or a secure future. 

'■Drugs, alcohol ami AIDS are just as crip- 
pling and deadly to children as liio nearly for- 
gotten plagues of past gcneration-s. An ever- 
changing and sometimes passive political cli- 
mate requires vigilance and involvement. 

Women are learning to acquire inner per- 
sonal strength and aggressively improve their 
lives, relationships, communities and the fu- 
ture for their children. However, they arc still 
attempting to excel on their jobs while main- 
taining the home in the style of their grand- 
mothers. 

While unwilling or unable to give up one 
life, they must Icam balance. The main con- 
cern becomes not “if’ they will continue wiUt 
this lifestyle but “how” they will continue, 

Tliey know now they may still be at Uncle 
Jack’s next summer, but they must constantly 
guard against externally imposed choice if 
they arc to retain tlic freedom to decide how 
they will be treated while there.

PARIS (AP) — France showed 
off the nation’s military strength i») 
a Bastille Day parade Saturday, 
and President Francois Mitterrand 
pledged to keep the natfon's nucle- 
ar force independent and strong. 

“Defense is part of the imperial 
obligations of the nation," Mitter- 
rand told television journalists after 
7,000 servicemen trooped do\vm 
the Champs-Elyscc to celebrate the 
start of the French Revolution. 

"I absolutely don’t wont to re- 
duce it," he said, “even more so 
bccuase there hasn't been a real re- 
duction in the nuclear potential of 
the United States or the Soviet 
Union.” 

France refuses to endorse the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion’s recent change of doctrine 
making nuclear weapons a “last re- . 
" sort” in any conflierwith the War-~ 
saw Pact. French officials have 
said flexibility i.s u key to nuclear 
deierfence. 

“The international situation has 
changed, tensions have diminished. 
The duty of vigilance by the army, 
however, hasn’t diminished." Mit- 
terrand said. 

July 14 marks the fall of the 
Bastille prison in 1789. The event 
sparked the French revolution that 
toppled Louis XVI and gave 
France its first republican govem- 
“inent. . - 

The military parade opened day- 
long festivities that were to be 
capped by a music-and-light show 
by musician Tcan-Michel Jarre for 
an estimated 2 million people. The 
Culture Ministry underwrote the 
show with S8. 18 million to allow 


Jarre to put it on for free. 

The parade featured 7,000 sol- 
diers, sailors, firefighters 'and po- 
lice officers marching from the Arc 
de Triomphe to die Place dc la 
Concorde to salute Mitterrand. 

A trio of acrobatic Jets led off the 
parade, laying down blue, white 
and red contrails over the'routc to 
match the colors of the huge tricol- 
or fluttering under the Arc de Tri- 
omphe. 

About ^0 tanks and other ar- 
mored vehicles lined the avenue or 
paraded noisily along the three- 
quarter mile route. The vehicles 
represent about 15 percent of 
France’s armored forces. 

The loudest applause was re- 
served for the bearded coinpanies 
of Foreign Legionnaires, dressed in 
desert khakis and their tnideinark 
"White kepis.'" 

The Napolconic-unifomied Re- 
publican Guards, who provide cer- 
emonial security at the presidential 
palace, also drew cheers as they 
trotted down the Champs-Elysees 
on cavalry horses, flashing their 
gleaming chrome sabers. 

Also featured were .state-of-the- 
art Mistral ground-to-air missiles, 
capable of reaching speeds of 
1,864 mph to knock down enemy 
aircraft. 

A platoon of World War ll-cm 
tanks, similar to those that liberat- 
ed Paris from the Niizi occupation 
50 years ago, also were on display. 
One bore the name De Gaulle, in 
tribute to wartime leader Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle. France is cele- 
brating the 100th anniversary of 
his birth thi.s year.

Leonard and Mary 'Leih look back of « 
dangerous Snake River crossing ar Ows- 
ley Ferry. 

"George Leth was bom in n small 
Danish colony near Elba, Nev., in 1884. 
His parents were Christen Leth and Ane 
Sorensen Leth. George grew to young 
manhood on his parent’s farm and the 
decided to try his fortune in southern 
Idaho, n newly developed farming urea. 

"After arriving in Twin Falls and look- 
ing over the available land he was able to 
purchase an 80-acre tract south of Duhl. 
The west 40 acres had been cleared*, but 
the east 40 was still in sagebrush, which 
had to be cleared - a back- breaking'jpb. 

‘in order to help him get started off his 
farming project George's parents joined 
him and the three lived in the only build- 
ing on the place, a. small prove up shack. 
Their sleeping quarters consisted .pf a 
floored tent. After 18 months of this 
Chris and Ane had had enough and they 
moved to Twin Falls. 

"By this time George was able to erect 
a two-room house and felt that he could 
ask his sweetheart, Anna Hansen, a Dnn- 
ish girl, to shar e his life nnd so the y were 
mnrricTTDec. 247T9T2, at thTltomc of 
her parents in Twin Falls. 

Anna later described to her daughters 
how she donned a stylish suit with n little ' 
fur muff for. the trip to her new home. 
They rode the train from Twin Falls to 
Buhl nnd then in a buggy behind a horse 
over the du.sty roads five miles to whnt 
was to be their home for the next 33 
• years. By the time they arrived her cos- 
tume showed the effects of u very du.sty 
trip. 

"Some years later Chris nnd Ane were 
traveling by auto from Boise to Buhl af- 
ter vi.siting another son in Boise. As they 
approoched the Owsley Ferry over Snake 
River south of Hngcrmnn their c.ar w.is 
the first one to drive onto the ferry. They 
were told to move up to make more 
room, the cur lurched and went off ihc'^- 
ferry into 60 feet of water. 

"Chris was able to get out and swim to 
the surface, but for Ane, who had always 
had a mortal fear of the water, it was the 
tragic end of a too short life. 

."As George's Anna’s family grew to 
include a son, Leonard, nnd two daugh- 
ters, Lillian nnd Ruth, they were able to 
add on to their house and build a bum. 
granary and other utility buildings. Many 
more improvements were made and an- 
other 80 acres added to the farm. 

"About the same time that the ' Lcths 


youiig couples were doing the same 
thus became a neighborhood oflong time 
friends who helped each other in harvest 
time and in other times of need. 

• "Among these were the Oscar Nohs, 
the Frank Atkins, the O. F. B. Petersons, 
‘the E. H. Pembers and the Irving Wards; 
This area became known as I'airvicw. 
Several of the sons and a daughter of 
these early settlers live in the Fairview 
area today, pn the family farms."

McClure touts history 
at Silent Gity of Rocks 

Hundreds attend dedication as senator 
promises work on unresolved issues

!'■ OAK.LEY - Cassia County continued 
I Idaho’s Centennial celebration Saturday 
with a barbecue nnd ceremony commem- 
omting the Silent City of Rocks as a na- 
tional reserve. 

At le.xst 250 people paid tribute to the 
pioneers who stopped to scratch their 
names in the granite pillars on their way 
to California’s gold country. Ihcy also 
paid tribute to Idaho's senior senator, 
James McClure, who is retiring from 
public life at the, end of a long political 
career. 

'‘He's been interested in the City of 
Rocks as long us he’s been in Congress,” 
slate Sen. Denton Darrington, R-Decio 
said. 

Standing between nn American and an 
Idaho stale Hag and with Breadlonf Rock 
rising behind him, McClure lipped his 
white cowboy hat to the crowd. 

"Really, the people who get the credit 
are those people in Cn.ssin County who 
wouldn't give up." McClure .said. 

Then the senator presented the presi- 
dent of the Cassia County Misloricnl So- 
ciety, Kendall Daylcy of Oakley, with a 
framed copy of the bill designating the 
"fCity-of-Rocks u redcrul reserve and the 
'^n Fresideht ' Rengdn used to sign the 
-Icglslutiondn 1988. 

• Visitors, may be drawn to City ,of 
Rocks because of its geological splendor. 
McClure said, but the area has historical 
significance because if was a rnarkcr for 
pioneers migrating wniward. 

City of Rocks is one of only four feder- 
ally designated reserves in the United 
Stales. And McClure faced a battle to win 
the designation for the Idaho landmark. 

Alluding to years of opposition over 
grazing and water rights, McClure said, 
"It’s been a long, convoluted trail." 


■ About half of the 14,300-acrc reserve 
• is priv.atcly owned. Ranchers are assured 
use of the land as long ns they own it. 
Darrington said. 

The Cassia County state senator said 
he lobbied for the reserve designation 6e- 
,c.ause national and slate park overseers . 
would make sure that the only names 
scribbled on the granite pillars belonged 
to pioneers, not modern-day graftlti 
artists. The federal rc.scrve designation 
will also help secure funding for visitors 
centers, campsites and road maintenance.- 

Still to be resolved arc hunting and lia- 
bility quesiioms, however. 

Hunting is prohibited on National Fark 
Service lands. McClure said he had 
hoped hunting would be allowed once the 
reserve is tnmsferrcd to the state for joint 
fedeml/siatc management. But the trans- 
fer is taking longer than McClure had 
planned. 

With just three months left - in 
Congress, he said he’ll have to look for 
another solution to the problem of hunter 
access, 

"It will be solved," McClure said.

Parents upset over teachers’ new jobs

She said she is not happy about being 
switched to leaching kindergarten.

Jury recommends 
death for murder 

VANCOUVER, Wash. (AP) — A Chvk County Supc 
nor Court jury on Saturday decided Wcstlcy Allan Dodd 
‘.should be put to death for the sexually motivated slayings 
of three young children. 

■Die six-man. six-woman jury deliberated for about 12 
hours over three days before announcing their vcniict 
against Dodd. 29. of Vancouver, who pleaded guil^ June 
1 1 to three counts of aggravated first-degree murder. 

“It wa.s very draining, very emotional, very sbessful," 
one of the jurors, who declined- to be named, said of the 
deliberations in an interview Saturday oftemoon. “I 
wouldn’t wish this on anybody." <sr 

Dodd admitted he killed Cole Nccr, II. nnd William 
Ncer, 10. brothers from Vancouver, and Lee Iscli, 4, of 
Portland, for sexual gratification. 

The Jury had been asked' if there were any mitigating 
factors that would merit leniency and a lesser sentence of 
life in prison without parole. 

Judge Robert Harris read the Jury’s verdict at 11:50 
a.m. "Answer yes, in which case the defendant will be 
sentenced to death.” 

Dodd remained impassive as thoverdict was read,. - 

Clair Nccr. whose two boys were stabbed to death by 
Dodd, bit his lip and leaned toward a friend next to him.' 
“At last, something went my way...” he said. "Finally the

A death sentence requires a unanimous verdict. Hams 
polled the individual Jurors for their answers and then set 
sentencing for July 26. Under Washington law, Dodd has 
the choice of death by hanging or lethal injection.

Fire doses freeway, endan gers subway 


LOS ANGELES {AP)'^<;A fire that .contin- 
ued to smolder early todoynumed a subway 
-tunnel-under construction into a LSOO-dcgrcc 
-oycn and collapsed a stretch near a downtown 
freeway. „ , . 

Six workers in the tunnel smelled smoke and 
escaped unharmed Friday. 

The Metro Rail subway project- aimed at 
bringing underground mass transit to some of 
the nation’s most congested streets wta already 
plagued by delays and cost overruns before the 
fire brought it further behind schedule. ~ . . 

Construction materials smoldered in 
lapsed section of the tunnel and heat radiated 
from the section, Ficc Department spokesman 
Jim Wells said today. A strategy meeting was 
called to determine the next action to take. 

“There's still a lot of heat emanating from 
there " Wells said. “We’re not sure how safem - 
is to go in. We'll be making a determination on 
how we’re going to attack it." 

About three miles of the heavily traveled 
Hollywood Freeway leading downtown was 
closed Friday morning because of smoke and 
the threat of heat damage to the roadway, and 
hundreds of thousands of commuters were 

miredon their way to work. 

The fire also collapsed a 100-foot stretch of 
the tunnel within 10 feet of where it passes un- 
der the freeway. 

The highway section will remain closed into 
next week. 

“We want to make sure that the structure will 
not collapse. We can’t let the heavy vibrations 
of trucks and cars on it until we’re sure it’s 
safe” said Margie Tiritilli, spokeswoman for 
the California Department of Transportation. 

The section of tunnel under the freeway was 
a charred core of nvisted steel and burned tim-

Oregon fire spreads rapidly

A forest fire that had been con- 
tained leaped fire lines and had 
bunfra 2,000 acres as of Saturday, 
and hot, dry weather created a dan- 
ger that the blaze could continue to 
spread.

carried embers across a fire line and 
the flames spread quickly, said 
Doug Decker of the Oregon Depart- 
ment of Forestry. 

There were 400 people on the fire 
lines Saturday, he said. 

— Dee leer saidnohomcS’V'cro'inim — 
mediate danger from the fire about 
six miles south of Sisters, but fire- 
fighters were keeping their eyes on a 
ranch toward which the blaze was 
moving. 

The fire was touched off Tuesday 
night by lightning. After smoulder- 
ing for two days, it grew rapidly 
Thursday, moving through brush 
and pine forests on private land 
northwest of Tumalo Reservoir. 

Lightning storms last week started 
a total of 300 fires around Oregon, | 
said Jim Fisher of the Oregon De- 
partment of Forestry.

An FBI expert testified Friday that 
semen samples taken from the body 
and clothes of the victim, an invest- 
ment banker, did not match up in 
DNA testing with samples provided 
by the three defendants. 

TIic only sample that was linked 
to any of 15 people who submitted - 
to the DNA testing come from the 
' jogger’s shorts and belonged to her 
boyfriend, said Special Agent 
Dwight Adams oiVthe FBI’s DNA 
Analysis Unit in Dallas, i. 

The IS who submitted sombles.in- 
cludcd the defendants, the boyfriend 
and potential witnesses at the trial in 
criminal court. 

Semen samples taken from -the 
jogger's cervix and her sock 
matched each other, but did not 
match the samples of the defendants, 
Adams testified. Other samples 
. -found at the scene were too small to 
match, he said. 

"It weakens the prosecution's case 
tremendously. It permits us to argue 
our clients hod nothing to do with 
the rape of the Central Park jogger,” 
said Peter Rivera, attorney for defen- 
dant Raymond Sontuna.

SEATTLE — If trends continue, 
-minorities will moke up one third of 
the nation’s student ^pulation by 
2000. 

But the likelihood that those stu- 
dents will be taught by a minority 
willdcclinc.-a national organization 
studying ways to recruit and hire mi- 
nority teachers says. 

“We’re sending a false message to 
.. students.’’ said Barbara Holmes, di- 
rector of policy studies for the Edu- 
— Cation-Commission- of-ihc -States,— 
which concluded a meeting here Sat- 
urday. “The world is becoming plu- 
' ralistic, but schools ore not." 

The Alliance of Leaders for Mi- 
nority Teachers, formed in 1988 by 
the commission, spent 18 ntonths 
; studying state schools and their 
methods for hiring minorities. 

Alliance members discussed the 
study’s findings at a forum during 
the meeting of the commission. 
Some of the report’s findings: 

• Of the minority students who ot^ 
tend college, fewer are choosing 
teaching os a career. 

■ The field of education has de- 
clined in popularity among all stu- 
dents, but especially among African- 
American students. 

• African-American colleges, 
which once produced half the na- 
tion’s African-American teachers, 
lost 40 percent of their teacher edu- 
cation enrollment from 1977 to 
1986.

Environmental, urban groups

"By the year 2050, the annual rate of 
population growth is estimated to drop 
to about 0.6 percent, indicating that the 
world population may stabilize at 
about 10.5 billion people toward the 
year 2100," the report said.

USD A keeping eye on British cattle disease 




WASHINGTON (AP) - llic 
world’s livestock industry is closely 
watching Britain’s “mad cow dis- 
ease” situation for signs of a beef 
turnoff in Europe and possibly other 
major meat-consuming countries. 

Although the disca.se — bovine 
spongifomi encephalopathy, or BSE 
— has not been known to exist in 
the United Statcs>4hc Agriculture 
Department and slate agencies are 
keeping watch. 

liic disease attacks the central 
nervous system and is fatal to cattle. 
Department officials say there “ha.s 
been no scientific evidence Jo dale" 
that it is a human health hazard. 

A report by the department's Eco- 
nomic Research Service said recent 
decisions by France, Germany and 
Italy to stop imports of Urili.sh beef 
and cattle lo.sted only for a week. 

But the short-lived ban highlight- 
ed animal health i.ssues as the 12- 


member European Economic Com- 
munity moves ahead in its “ambi- 
tious program to eliminate internal 
borders by the end of l‘J92," the re- 
port said. 

"Such restrictions arc contrary to 
(EEC) law," it said, “nut the bans 
were lificd afler intensive negotia- 
tions, signifying another victory ... 
over national inlcrc.st.s.” 

All beef with bones, and live 
calves sliipped from the United 
Kingdom to other EEC countries 
must be certified that they are from 
BSE-free herds. Boneless beef 
doesn’t require certification. 

Since 19H6. when the first cases 
were confinued. 14,000 cattle have 
contracted BSE in the United King- 
dom. 

"A number of British schools 
have stopped including beef in 
school nicitls,” the report said. “Beef 
prices arc depressed in Britain ami 


Ireland, and the (EEC) commisition 
has decided to open intervention 
buying of UK beef to help support 
prices." 

The report was written by 
economists Mary Lisa Madcll and 
David Keleh of the USDA agency 
and published in the July issue of 
Agricultural Outlook magazine. 

Madcll said further in a telephone 
interview that so far BSE ha.s been 
found only in the United Kingdom. 
None has been reported on the conii- 
nciil. 

But she .said, “There arc people 
advr.sing not to buy British beef’ and 
that this has been of some growing 
concern to consumers and producers 
alike. 

Outside the EEC countries, Aus- 
tria and the Soviet Union have 
b.anncd imports of British ruminants, 
which include sheep as well as cat- 
tle. Saudi Arabia and Qatar have 


stopped taking cattle and beef from 
the United Kingdom. 

Australia, New Zealand, Israel 
and Canada have banned imports of 
cattle from the United Kingdom. 

The USDA has prohibited imports 
of live cattle and zoo ruminants 
from the United Kingdom since July 
19R9, and embryos and semen can 
be imported only with special certi- 
fications. 

A U.S. import ban on sheep and 
goats has been in place for many 
years because of the existence of 
scrapie in England. Scrapie is a dis- 
ease of sheep and is similar to BSE. 
Some scientists suspect BSE was 
traasmitted to cattle through feed 
containing meat of sheep infected 
with scrapie. 

Madcll said if the disease problem 
io Britain affects beef for pel food, it 
could help boost U.S. exports of

If 
the CFA package i.s ruled in violation 
of antitrust law,.- five major confer- 
ences (ACC, SEC. SWC, Big Eight. 
Western Athletic Conference) could 
be without a national TV deal. 

The CFA is heading into the fourth 
and final year of a S134 million con- 
tract with CBS and ESPN. Tlie new 
contract, with ABC and ESPN, be- 
gins in 1991 and is worth S300 mil- 
lion. 

The CFA wa.s formed in 1983 
when 63 big-time programs decided 
to break from the NCAA’s TV pack- 
age. At that point, the Big Ten and 
Pac-10 started negotiating their own 
TV deal. 

Of the rampant speculation about 
super conferences, CFA Executive 
Director Chuck Ncinas said, "It’s 
economically driven. I think televi- 
sion has served as a smoke screen for 
other economic issues. I think there 
arc -some cases where some institu- 
tions are trying to get a chiuige in 

Some arc concerned about carrying a 
heavier financial burden and not be- 
ing compensated, that some lesser in- ' 
stitulions arc taking more from the 
conference.” 

Ken Haines, executive vice presi- 
dent for Raycom Sports in.Charlottc, 
N.C., is among those who expect' a 
ncwjook for college athletics. The 
Metro Conference asked Raycom last 
January to conduct a fimsibility study 
on expansion. The two proposals se- 
lected by the league were for a 16- 
leom football conference and a 12- 
team all-sports conference.

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Germans visit Moscow 
to offer money, talk peace

MOSCOW — Tlic Germans are com- 
ing again — biit this time they’re storm- 
' ing the Kremlin with pledges of cash and 
a peaceful Europe to bolster Mikhail Gor- 
bachev’s domestic stature. 

Manfred Woemer, the NATO secretary 
• general and a West German, arrived Fri- 
, day night saying he carried a message of 
peace and fricnd.ship from the Western 
military alliance for its longthne adver- 
. sarics in the Soviet Union. 

West German Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
enters the Kremlin Sunday before flying 
to Gorbachev's home region in south 
Russia. 

He will discuss how deutschemark 
credits can buy the support of luxury- 
starved consumers — and prove that Gor- 
bachev’s foreign policy brings tangible 
improvements in the Soviet standard of 
living. 

Woemer laid a wreath at the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier outside the Krem- 
lin. 

It was a somber reminder of the 27 mil- 
lion Soviets who died repelling Na/i in- 
vaders in a conflict known to every Rus- 
sian schoolchild as the Great Patriotic 
War. 

Not only is Woemer the first NATO 
chief to SCI foot in the Soviet Union since 
the alliance was formed in 1949 to con- 
tain communism, he also is the first Ger- 


man to serve in the organization's top 
job. 

It is testimony to the dissolution of the 
Warsaw Pact that not a single military of- 
ficer or diplomat permanently assigned to 
the Soviet-led alliance is on Woemer’s 
schedule, although protocol normally 
would mandate such meetings. 

Wocmcr’s most obvious mission is to 
deliver an invitation for Gorbachev to ad- 
dress NATO at its headquarters in Brus- 
sels, Belgium, another milestone of the 
post-Cold War era. 

Woemer also will give detailed brief; 
ings on the 16-nation alliance's recent 
’London summit, which produced 
NATO's most substantive responses to a 
changing East-West relationship. 

When NATO-nntion leaders emerged 
from their summit on July 6, they invited 
the Soviet Union and its Eastern Euro- 
pean allies to sign a joint peace treaty 
committing each signatory to non-nggres- 
sion. 

NATO soflened its nuclear strategy to 
make such arms a "weapon of Inst re- 
sort,’’ a clear break with traditional al- 
liance planning that used the threat of im- 
mediate nuclear escalation to deter a 
Warsaw Pact n.ssault on Western Europe. 

Tlie Western alliance also wants to 
speed negotiulions for an agreement cut- 
ting conventional forces in Europe, which 
will lead to u commitment on limiting 
troop levels in n united Germany.

; A spokesmen for West German Chancel- 
lor Helmut Kohl had said he "was not 
amused." . 

The chain-smoking, blunt-talking Ridley 


was one of Prime Minister Morgorct Thatch- 
er’s closest allies ond an architect of her 
programs to sell govemment-owned indus- 
tries. She appointed Peter Lilley to reploce 
Ridley, 

In on interview published in The Specta- 
tor magazine, Ridley said plans for a Euro- 
pean monetary union “is oil a German rocket 
designed to take over the whole of Europe, 
lihastobe'lhworted. 

"This rushed takeover by the Germans on 
the worst possible basis, with the French be- 
having like poodte.s to the Gennnns, is abso- 
lutely intolerable.’’ 

He also condemned the “breath-taking ar- 
rogance" of u European’ Community run by 
"17 unclecicd reject politicians."

BRINDISI, Italy — A factory worker 
could wear a crucifix in public. A mother 
noticed she could complain about food 
shortages without going to jail. And a stu- 
dent began to talk openly with friends about 
the Romanian revolution. 

Changes have come recently to Albania, 
Europe’s last bastion of hard-line Commu- 
nist rule, according to refugees interviewed 
Saturday shortly after they arrived in Italy. 

But they said their Balkan nation of 3.2 
million remains a land of fear and the gov- 
ernment remains committed to communism. 

"The government has done things only 
with words," a 29-year-oId mother said on 
condition of anonymity. "For ideas, the de- 
sire of the people to live better, they haven't 
done a thing." 

The woman was one of 4.SOO people fer- 
ried Friday from Albnnid, where in their 
quest for freedom they hod escaped into 
western embassies, some braving police 
gunfire. 


A day Inter, 804 refugees were in' the 
abandoned army camp outside Brindisi' 
waiting to be resettled in Italy. About 3,200 
traveled on to West Germany and others to 
France. 

At the Italian camp,' kno^vn as Restinco, 
the Albonions stood in line for new clothes, 
ate steaming plates of losogna, showered 
away days of grime and reflected on the so- 
ciety they fled. 

' The mother, watching her 3-ycar-old son 
scampering amid rows of cots in a makeshift 
dormitory, soid the government hod become 
slightly more tolerant os shortages of meat, 
fruit ond vegetables grew. 

"A few years ago, even if you just said 
you locked something, you could go to jail," 
she said. 

Bui criticizing the government directly 
wos still forbidden, she said. Like most oth- 
ers interviewed, she declined to give her 
' nume for fear of endangering relatives still 
in Albania. 

On the other side of the room, a young 
factory worker sot on a cot beside her physi- 


cally handicapped iiltic brother. A cross on a 
white string dangled from her neck. 

She said she started wearing *ir^two , 
months ago, when the Albanian government 
of Ramiz Alia introduced limited reforms, 
including some religious freedom and travel 
abroad, which Albanians were not permitted 
for 45 yeors. 

Albanians, she said, look lieart from lost 
year’s democratic revolutions in Eastern Eu- 
rope, particularly the revolt in Romania, pre- 
viously one of the region’s harshest Com-, 
munist regimes. Many Albanions.werc able 
to follow the events on Italian ond Yugoslav 
television. 

She said anger at the government was ris- 
'ing. "I don’t know, I’m so afraid o war will 
break out, they pit people against eoch oth- 
er," she said, 

* Several other refligees said thv detected 
growing signs of protest. In May combs ex- 
ploded at 0 bookstore and near a statue of 
Stalin in the Albanian capital, three men 
said. Several said there were demonstrations 
recently in the Albanian city of Shkoder.' 


Resignation of prime minister throws India into political confusion

. NEW DELHI, India — Prime Minister 
V.P, Singh offered to step down Saturday. 
«aying he had lost the people's confidence, 
'but leaders of Uie governing pony tried to 
persuade him to remain at his’post. 

Singh has been beset by party infighting, 
brought to a head by the reslgnations'''of 
.three Cabinet mini.stcrs on Friday and six ju- 
nior ministers on Saturday. They were 
protesling'Q power play involving the deputy 
^rime minister's efforts to maintnin-his-fnm- 
ily’s power in Haryana state. 

! The issue has .split Singh's Janata Dal par- 
ty and highlighted the feuds within the polit- 


ical ollinnce that ousted 
Rajiv Gandhi in Novem- 
ber elections, 

In his letter of resigna- 
tion,- Singh asked his 
Janota Dal party to chose 
a new leodcr to replace 
him. 

He met the party's top 
leaders, at his official res- 
idence late into the 
Singh night, but officials said 

— , “inconclu-" 

sivc." Rc.sults of the meeting were not ex- 
pected to be mndc public until Sunday. 

As the talks extended post midnight, 


Jaipnl Reddy, the party's general secretary, 
said Singh hod not yet retracted the resigna- 
tion letter he had sent to the party’s presi- 
dent, Sommoppa Royappa Bommai. 

Earlier, Bommai said he thought the resig- 
nation would be rejected, 

"The party is united. The government will 
continue," Bommai said, before convening 
the late-night meeting between Singh and 
the party’s decision-making body. 

"I hope — I am confident there will be 
no occasion to elect a new leader."

said in his resignation letter that he had lost 
the trust of the people and the parties that 
make up his minority National Front coali- 


tion government, 

The opposition Congress Forty dismissed 
the political crisis as a fraud. 

"Frankly, 1 think it's a hoax. If the prime 
minister really wanted to resign he should 
have done the logical thing and gone to the 
president of Indio," saitf Conp<ss Party 
spokesman M.J. Akbar. "It’s a joke on the 
people of India,” 

Had Singh sent his letter of resignation to 
President Romoswamy Venkataramon. it 
could have opened th’c way for former Prime 
MlnisterRflJirGflndhloftheCongrcss'Pariy 
to form a new government, or for elections. 

Critics charge that Singh’s efforts to hold 
his party together have diluted his efforts to 


tackle problems, such as rising food and ' 
gasoline prices and separatist, revolts by 
Sikhs in Puru'ab and Moslems iri'Koshmir. 

. Nearly 1,400 people have been killed by 
Sikh extremists this year, including 11 on 
Saturday. Ei^t of those killed Satiu^y died 
during a foiled attempt to assassinate a se- 
nior police officer, United News of India 
news agency reported. 

Seven deaths in Kashmir op Saturday 
raised the toll there to 744 this year. Six of 
those killed Satui^y died when troops 
Tfound‘th'eir“ path'bTodkcd by a horsccarrand' ' 
■ opened fire on a jeering crowd, witnesses 
said. Army sourcc.s' said the troop convoy 
was ambushed.

Old-fashioned revival 
brings tent, ‘miracles’ 


1 hirtcun years ago, Wayne Gwilliam was a 
heavyweight prizufightcr and nightclub 
owner in Australia. 

Today, he travels around the United Slates and 
Canada, pitching his “Tent of Minieles" and stag- 
ing old-fashioned revival meetings. 

His ministry came to Twin Falls last week, and 
tlie yellow-nnd-while lent in the potato field on 
I:u.stland Drive attracted plenty of 
attention.' 

"People look at it aiul go 'Is that 
a eireiis, or what'?'" .sai<l Lynn 
Sciiaal, pastor of the Amazing 
Grace Fellowsliip, host churcli for 
the revival. 

T o his knowledge, there hadn't 
been a. lent meeting in Twin Falls 
for 30 or 40 years before Amazing 
Grace revived tlie practice last 
summer, and lew people knew 
what to expect. Sciiaal said. 

Yet about 75 people attended 
the first few tent meetings last 
weekend. The crowd had swelled 
,to near 100 Monday night, and 
Schan] said he expected crowds of 
1 50 or so by the time the event cli- 
-tnaxed Friday. 

The tent - ns big a.s a good-sized house - was 
filled with people from all walks of life. Older 
women in long, fio\ving dresses mingled with 
ponytailed young men in surf gear or Simpsons 
T-shirts, 

One little blonde-iiaired girl kneeled before her 
folding chair on .ihc straw-covered ground, 
crayons poised in a iJible animals coloring book. 
At a table near the tent's entrance, a box of" 



birth certificates" were ready for distribution to 
anyone choosing to accept Jesus as their savior. 

With his soft-spoken Aussie accent, tlie 39- 
year-old Gwilliam proved a contrast from some 
of the highly emotional, firc-and-brimstone-filled 
evangelists to whom Americans iire accustomed. 

His gentle manner belied his past in the fust 
lane, although his'voice rose to a crescendo wlten 
he invoked Jesus' name in the 
portion of his presentation wlien 
he called people forward for 
prayer undhcaling. 

Gwilliam said a turning point in 
his life came wlicn his .son, Ben- 
jamin, was run over by u car ul 
age 4, Doctors .said the buy wasn't 
expected, to live, but Gwilliam 
prayed to God for his son's recov- 
ery. 

“When no one else would help, 
he wa.s there,” Gwilliam recalled. 
Benjamin recovered, is now 15 
years old and accompanied his 
dad to 'Twin Falls. 

Gwilliam said the incident 
helped him realize God wasn’t de- 
crepit or tired but very much alive. 
-He -added- thol-he- l>olioved-God— 
could do for others what he’d done for Benjamin, 
Some who attended Gwilliam's meetings in 
Twin Falls said they, too, experienced God's 
healing powers. 

Virginia Cravens of Twin Falls said she hadn't 
been able to keep food down since December, 
when she suffered a hernia. Gwilliam prayed for 
her last Saturday night.

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Dishwashers defeat hand-washing in water conservation study 


DISH-HEARTHNINO NEWS: 
For environmentalists who hate 
washing dishes' and love their auto- 
matic dishwashers, here’s some 
good news. An Ohio State Universi- 
ty study found that dishwashers use 
on average of 9.9 gallons per normal 
load. In hand-washing tests, the 
onioimt of water used varied from 
■ Sie-ghllons to 20 gallons, with, on av- 
erage use of 1 5.7 gallons. Manufac- 
turers arc now building more water- 
conserving dishwashers says Karen 
Varcoc, a consumer economics spe- 
cialist with the University of Cali- 
fornia Cooperative Extension, which . 
recently distributed dishwasher in- 
formation. 

ALL* BOTTLED UP: I’m old 
enough to remember bottle deposits 
and collecting soda bottles for 
change — perhaps enough for o can- 
dy bar. Back then, kids did a good 
job of scouring the neighborhood for 
empties. I once knew a frcc-lancc 
writer who used bottle deposits to 
supplement his income during lean 
times. But the nickels and dimes

these bottles can bring add up to a . 
lot more than spare change. TTic'cn- 
ergy saved annually by a national 
bottle bill or deposit law would pro- 
vide the entire electricity needs of 
the District of Columbia for four 
years, according to Rep. Paul Henry 
(R-MI) and 94 cosponsors currently 
backing a national bottle bill (HR 
586). 

When, Oregon and Vermont 
passed the first bottle bills 18 years 
ago, beverage container litter was 
reduced by 83 percent in Oregon 
and 76 percent in Vermont. New 
York and Michigan saved taxpayers 
S50 million and ^37.5 mil’ on, re- 
spectively, from reduced waste dis- 
posal. Bottle bill states now lead the 
nation in overall recycling, doing al- 
most' half of the aluminum cans, 75 
percent of the gloss and 98 percent 
of the PET plastic bottles from their 


states, as well. Currently, nine states 
have bottle bills. 

The beverage and container indus- 
tries, however, are combating the 
. bottle bill with the latest canned en- 
vironmental approach — 'recycling. 
They even control the National Re- 
cycling Coalition, a group begun by 
crivironnicntalists around 1980, but 
now dominated by industry; the en- 
vironmentalists, have since dropped 
out. Corporate donors include Alcoa 
and Reynolds aluminum, Anheuser- 
Busch, Coca-Cola. Coors, McDon- 
ald’s and the National Polystyrene 
Recycling Co. 

"They make the throw-aways, but 
contribute to the National Recycling 
Coalition," says Pat Franklin, direc- 
tor of the non-industry,’ pro-bottle 
bill group of a similar name — ■ the 
National Container Recycling Coali- 
tion (NCRC). "It's .this influence 
within that prevents even the discu.s- 
sion of bottle bills." 

Buddy Rogers, Coca-Cola.’s pub- 


lie affairs manager for the West, 
says Coke opposes a bottle bill be- 
cause of the added costs of pick-up, 
extra trucks, fuel and storage space. 
He points to a 7 pwent to 26 per- 
cent price increase in beverage con- 
tainers in deposit states and loss of 
sales tax because of decreased sales , 
from higher product costs. “Since 
1972 bottle bills (have) been consid- 
ered 2,000 times in all the areas and 
states, cities, counties and it’s been 
rejected.’’ 

But bottle bill advocates say it’s 
been rejected primarily because of 
lobbying and ad campaigns by the 
powerful beverage industry. Tim 
.Crail of the NCRC in. Washington, 
D.C., points to a past referendum' in 
his city where the opposition used 
race ns nn issue and outspent the- 
pro-bottle billers by 25-1. 

Adolph Coors Co.’s Jon Goldman, 
manager .of corporate communica-. 
tions, says the Colorado company 
would welcome a standardized regu- 
lation. "We deal with 422 different 
containers for oUr products. Logisti- 


cally it!s quite a problem." Last 
month, Peter Coors, Coors Brewing 
Co. president said that the beer in- 
dustry should support a uniform. na- 
tional deposit low for beverage con- 
tainers and mandatory recycling, ac- 
cording to a Denver Post story. 

"TheTC is no easy answer to solid 
waste disposal,’’ says the Denver 
Sierra Club’s Mike Bogira, who 
spends time garnering nationd sup- 
port for the bottle bill. He says that 
in Michigan, where the a bottle bill 
passed 2-1 in 1976, the latest poll 
shows the law is now favored 9- 1 .
